IIESIC IN CHURCHES. 
Pew persons are aware of th e im portance 
of having good music in churches, and few-, 
er still, perhaps, are willing to acknowledge 
its im portance, even when their Attention 
has boen called to it,an d conviction begins 
to force itself upon them . 
Men are very 
unw illing to believe th a t th e m eans em ­ 
ployed on alm ost every occasion, for the 
purpose of heightening unholy enjoym ent, 
and for m inistering to pleasure, often of the 
most dissolute kind, could in any poasible 
way prom ote th esp irit of devotion. 
Many 
persons would shudder with horror were 
they to tee a violin em ployed in tbe church 
service; nay, even more, there are those 
who w ould think it sacrilege to em ploy any 
musieal instrum ent w hatever,'in devotional 
exercises. 
I t seems Btrange that m en, 
cbristians,wbo read tbéir bible daily, should 
not there have found in the practice of good 
m en from the earliest lime, m ore Ib an suf­ 
ficient to convince them of tb eir error.— 
Are we n o t there told tb at “ M iriam , the 
prophetess, took a tim brel in ber hand, and 
all th e women w ent out after her with tim ­ 
brels and witb dances,and Miriam answered 
them , sing ye unto the L ord,” die.? at 
another plaoe tbat “ David appointed Jeiel 
witb psalteries and witb harps, but Asaph 
m ade a sound witb cym bals” ! and also, "So 
th e num ber of them with tbeir brethren 
th at were in stru cted in tbe songs of the 
Lord, even all tbat were cunning, was- two 
hundred fourscore and eight ” t 
, 
H ere it is plain tb a t when David was 
King, of Israel, and. even before his tím e, 
there w ere em ployed alm ost, if not alto­ 
gether, every instrum ent then known to 
th e Hebrews, in the service of th e Most 
H igh, And musicians were trained purpose­ 
ly w ith a view of praising God by. m eans of 
tbeir skill. 
I t may aeem strange tb at de­ 
votion could be a m atter of training; but it 
cease* to appear so, when we consider tb a t 
th e faculties w ith Which th e creator has en­ 
dowed us are only, legitim ately em ployed 
wken in his service, and when we m ake a 
dedication of our faculties to H im they are 
acceptable in proportion to their excellence. 
Our Saviw plainly taught this when he 
com m endetl tbe servantfw ho doubled their 
talents by th eir own shrew dness and in ­ 
dustry, 
W e are created w ith m ind, but we 
m ust im prove it. 
If God has given a m an 
talents for music it is His^desire th a t be, 
Bhould dedicate those talents, a t least in a 
great measure, to tb e service of tb e Giver] 
m atead o f em ploying them to pam per th e ¡ 
lusts of dissolute listeners. 
If m en have 
been endowed with tbe faculty of reason­ 
ing. it is an argum ent o f but little weight 
against the use of those reasoning powers, 
to say tbat he som etim e em ploys them for 
the accom plishm ent of base ends; I t may 
be for the very purpose o f proving the non­ 
existence of tb a t Deity from whom h e baa 
received those powers. 
In like m anner, if 
musio in general, or any instrum ent by 
which it may be m ade, has been so unfor/ 
tan ate as to have been prostrated to igno­ 
ble uses, it is not m uch to tb e credit o fn u r 
judgm ent if we say th at it may not be/per­ 
m itted to redeem its injured reputation, 
and be em ployed for th e noblest/ends.— 
Again, m en are created perfect in/hothing. 
W hatever degree of perfection /they 'm ay 
attain is left to their own labor. 
No m an 
would pretend to say tb a t th<(Fresidentof 
tbe U nited States, or his advisors, ought not 
to be learned m en. 
V ery .few will say th at 
m inisters o f the} G ospel/ought not to be 
educated m en. 
If a n y one has. the pre­ 
sum ption, or prejudice/to say so be will soon 
find th a t such a m inister, unless he be pos­ 
sessed of some great natural talents, will 
find him self w ithdut a congregation. 
He 
may indeed retain a few listeners, but they 
will be! those/W hose'only creed is their 
fanatical opinions, aud w itb whom no 
worship is w orship but th at aonducted 
in confortnity w ith th eir own peculiar 
dogmas, / i f then it b e ' essential tbat 
th e pulpit be filled by an -educated m an in 
order yhat th e serm on be good, why is it 
ually essential th a t tbe music be in 
i of a com petent choir th a t it also be 
since music is but a part of th e ser- 
ce of the sanctuary. «The firat great step 
towards attaining th e end here advocated 
is the providing of a good organ, or some 
instrum ent of the same character. 
W ith­ 
out this the best com pany o f singers will 
labor under difficulties, and w itb it even 
ordinary singing may be m ade to som e re­ 
spectable. 
, 
. 
• I f then a church be provided with a good 
instrum ent, m edium player, and singers, it 
will soou be found th at tbe musio tbey m ake 
will do m uch to render th e service inter­ 
esting and tbe devotion m ore pure and fer­ 
vent. 
As- an instauoe of tbe' effect bad 
m usic is supposed to bave bad even in th e 
earliest tim e apon a congregation, we may 
m ention a decree of tbe council of Laodicia, 
which expressly ordained that none but 
canons or singing m en should presum e to 
sing in tbe church. 
I t is a fact worthy of 
a passing rem ark, th a t congregational sieg­ 
ing at the present tim e, alm ost w ithout e x ­ 
ception, is of the worst kind. 
This is es­ 
pecially true in rural districts. 
But we 
need not refer to the alm ost universal cua- 
tom of Christians from the earliest tim es as 
testim ony in favor of good music in churches. 
L et every one appeal to bis own feelings, 
and all will adm it tb at real good music o ta 
solem n character refines the sensibilities, 
and raises the thoughts to Him from whom 
is ail perfection and beauty. 
L uther used 
to ca lf music “a half discipline and school 
m istress, to m ake the people geptler, m ilder, 
m ore moral, and wiser.” 
Zwingle, another 
great reform er, bears testim ony to tbe same 
(reppy effects.
